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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES,  &c. 


25.— ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 

1. — The  Infirmary  exists  for  the  admission  of  persons  requiring 
Hospital  treatment,  and  who  cannot  otherwise  obtain  adequate 
treatment  in  their  own  homes. 

2.  — Patients’  friends  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  them — not  more 
than  two  at  a  time — on  Wednesdays,  3-0  p.m.  to  3-45  p.m., 
Saturdays,  2-30  p.m.  to  3-15  p.m.,  and  Sundays,  3-0  p.m.  to 
3-45  p.m.,  and  at  no  other  time  without  permission  from  the 
House  Surgeon  or  Matron. 

3.  — Any  person  meeting  with  an  accident  and  requiring  immediate 
medical  or  surgical  assistance  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time. 

4.  —  No  patient  shall  leave  the  Infirmary  without  the  permission 
of  the  House  Surgeon,  and  any  patient  discharged  for.  misconduct 
shall  not  he  again  admitted  without  the  sanction  of  the  House 
Committee. 


26.— OUT-PATIENTS 

1.  — Out-patients  are  seen  daily  (except  Sunday,  Christmas  Hay 
and  Bank  Holidays)  at  9-30  a.m. 

2.  — No  persons  able  to  provide  medical  attendance  at  their  own 
expense,  or  insured  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  are 
eligible  to  attend  the  Out-patients’  Department,  unless  sent  for 
consultation  or  specialist  treatment. 

3.  — No  out-patient  shall  he  permitted  to  remain  on  the  books 
longer  than  three  months  without  the  special  sanction  of  the 
House  Committee.  The  Hon.  Medical  Staff  shall  review  all  cases 
at  their  monthly  Meetings. 

4.  — Patients  shall  provide  their  own  bottles.  All  out-patients  shall 
attend  the  Infirmary  at  such  times  as  may  be  directed.

The  total  quantitative  analyses  was 
In  addition  to  the  above  daily  routine  qualitative  tests  of 
urine  for  sugar,  acetone  and  albumin  were  made  in  the  wards : 
also,  in  the  laboratory,  tests  of  corpuscle  fragility,  blood  coagula¬ 
tion  time,  sedimentation  time,  Van  den  Bergh,  Icterus  Index  and 
blood  “grouping”  (of  donors  for  blood  transfusion)  were  made. 

It  is  thought  that  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  give  a  short 
explanation,  for  the  information  of  subscribers,  of  the  part  played 
in  the  work  of  the  Infirmary  by  some  of  the  analyses  in  the  above 
statistical  record. 

The  Glucose  Tolerance  Curve  provides  a  definite  means  of 
diagnosing  Diabetes  and  indicates  the  degree  of  severity  of  the 
Insulin-deficiency.  Subsequent  blood-sugar  tests  enable  “stabilisa¬ 
tion””  and  discharge  of  the  patient  from  the  hospital  to  be 
achieved  in  minimum  time. 

Fractional  Test  Meals  supply  information  which  determines 
the  cause  of  digestive  troubles  and,  in  conjunction  with  micro¬ 
scopic  blood  examination,  confirm  the  diagnosis  of  pernicious 
anaemia  and  indicate  the  necessary  treatment. 

In  connection  with  two  classes  of  cases  requiring  surgical  treat¬ 
ment  the  determination  of  Blood  Urea  or  of  the  Basal  Metabolic 
Rate  indicates  when  preliminary  treatment  has  brought  the 
patient  to  the  most  favourable  condition  for  operation. 

In  general  it  may  be  stated  that  modern  progress  in  Bio¬ 
chemistry  has  caused  bio-chemical  investigations  to  become 
essential  for  diagnosis  and  the  control  of  treatment.

It  does  not  include  treatment  for  which  the  State  or 
Local  Authorities  have  specifically  made,  or  are  entitled  by  Statute 
to  make,  other  provision,  such  as  :  — 

(a)  Treatment  provided  by  the  National  Health  Insurance 

Act. 

(b)  Treatment  of  School  Children  on  the  instructions  of 

the  Education  or  other  Authorities. 

The  contribution  of  a  member  covers  treatment  of  :  — 

(a)  Contributor  and  Wife  of  a  contributor,  if  the  wife  is 

not  in  employment. 

(b)  Contributor  and  Husband  of  a  Contributor,  if  the 

husband  is  not  in  employment. 

(c)  His  or  her  children  under  16  years  of  age  who  are 

dependant  upon  him  or  her. 

Any  case  not  included  in  the  above  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Patients’  Payments  Committee  for  sympathetic  consideration. 

Contributions  should  be  sent  to  the  Secretary,  General  In¬ 
firmary  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  or  may  be  paid  direct  to  the 
District  Bank,  Market  Place,  Macclesfield.

In  presenting  this  Annual  Report  covering  the  activities  of 
the  Workers’  Fund  Committee  for  the  year  1938;  we  desire  to 
express  our  very  sincere  thanks  to  all  those  who  have  contributed 
to  its  success. 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Infirmary  have  stated  that 
“The  Workers’  Infirmary  Fund  is  one  of  our  main  supports,  and 
the  work  done  voluntarily  by  the  Members  of  the  Committee  is 
wholly  admirable.” 

Last  year  we  raised  the  record  sum  of  £2,900.  This  year  we 
have  increased  this  by  £551  3s.  Id.,  making  the  total  amount  for 
1938  £3,451  3s.  Id.

GENERAL. 

A  wonderful  response  has  been  received  to  the  effort  made 
during  the  year  to  persuade  firms,  whose  employees  contribute 
weekly,  to  pay  their  contributions  quarterly  instead  of  holding 
the  money  back  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  the  remarkable  increase  in  the 
number  cf  firms  who  have  joined  our  Scheme  during  the  year.  The 
Shop  Assistants  will  give  us  their  support  during  the  coming 
year  and  we  look  forward  to  this  new  source  of  revenue.  There 
are  now  only  two  large  firms  in  the  town  not  yet  on  the  twopenny 
scheme. 

A  new  Scheme  lias  been  introduced  whereby  domestic 
servants,  chauffeurs  and  farm  workers’  can  contribute  to-  the 
Infirmary  on  the  2d.  per  week  basis,  as  workers  in  the  Mills  and 
Workshops,  and  receive  the  full  benefits  of  the  Infirmary  service. 

Mr.  W.  Gailimore,  Hairdresser,  Mill  Street,  has  very  kindly 
placed  a  portion  of  his  premises  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee 
in  order  that  contributions  may  be  paid  between  6-0  and  9-0  p.m. 
on  the  following  dates  during  1939 — April  14th,  July  14th,  October 
13th. 

A  big  push  will  be  made  during  the  present  year  to  make  all 
workers  in  the  area  members  of  our  Scheme,  which  is  a  splendid 
insurance  for  all  engaged  in  the  Town  and  District,  and  I  am 
confident  that  the  Scheme  will  prove  beneficial  to  all  attached 
to  it.
